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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election of Group I in the reply filed on 4/21/08 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 4 and 5 are vague and indefinite because it is unclear whether the 
chemical moiety actually do form covalent bond, because the capability is not the same 
thing as performing the function. A positive recitation is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
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applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4, 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mirkin 
et al.(US 6,812,334). 

Mirkin et al. discloses a solid phase (nanoparticles) comprising a surface first 
chemical moiety which participated in covalent bond with a second chemical moiety 
conjugated to a tag oligonucleotide which is partially double stranded with a tag 
oligonucleotide to provide a 3' overhang portion (see Figure 12D). 

The nanoparticles, the oligonucleotides or both are functionalized in order to 
attach the oligonucleotides to the nanoparticles. (col. 20, last paragraph) 

Example 15 shows oligonucleotides were attached to the amine-functionalized 
latex microspheres by means of diisothiocyanate coupling to yield a dithiourea linkage. 
Example 19 shows Gold nanoparticles (13 nm diameter) having oligonucleotide 
attached to them prepared as described in Example 3 were used to indicate the 
presence of a particular DNA sequence hybridized to a transparent substrate in a three- 
component sandwich assay format. In a typical experiment, a substrate was fabricated 
by functionalizing a float glass microscope slide (Fisher Scientific) with amine-modified 
probe oligonucleotides. 

This is product-by-process claims, and it is not clear how the method of 
employing the tag oligonucleotide as a substrate for ligase-medated covalent bonding to

a target makes the final product, i.e., a solid phase as disclosed in claim 1 (lines 1-4), 
different from the product of Mirkin et al. (see MPEP 21 13). 



MPEP 2113 Product-by-Process Claims 

PRODUCT-BY-PROCESS CLAIMS ARE NOT LIMITED TO THE MANIPULATIONS OF 
THE RECITED STEPS, ONLY THE STRUCTURE IMPLIED BY THE STEPS. 

"[E]ven though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, 
determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a 
product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by- 
process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is 
unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (citations omitted) 
(Claim was directed to a novolac color developer. The process of making the developer 
was allowed. The difference between the inventive process and the prior art was the 
addition of metal oxide and carboxylic acid as separate ingredients instead of adding 
the more expensive pre-reacted metal carboxylate. The product-by-process claim was 
rejected because the end product, in both the prior art and the allowed process, ends up 
containing metal carboxylate. The fact that the metal carboxylate is not directly added, 
but is instead produced in-situ does not change the end product.). 



Claims 6, 8-1 1 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
